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Married teacher lured 
girl, 14,to hotel for sex

A teacher has been found guilty of 
grooming and raping a 14-year-old 
schoolgirl. 

Married Keith Ogunsola, 47, of 
Chipstead Way, Banstead, lured 
his victim to hotels on the premise 
of giving her science tuition, be¬ 
fore carrying out depraved sexual 
assaults. 

The father-of-three built up a 
rapport with the pupil at a Sutton 
school, first gaining her trust to 
allow him to give her a lift home. 
While in his car he told her he fan¬ 
cied her and tried to kiss her. 

A month later, he took her to a 
hotel in Croydon and raped her. 

At Croydon Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day, May 18, he was found guilty of

indecent assault, rape, and engag¬ 
ing in sexual activity while in a po¬ 
sition of trust. 

Prosecutor Hanna Llewellyn- 
Waters told the court the teacher 
manipulated the pupil’s “naivety 
and respect for him for the purpos¬ 
es of his own sexual gratification”. 

Ogunsola told his victim to wear 
skirts whenever they met and told 
her not to wear underwear as it 
was easier to have sex with her. 

The attacks began in January 
2001 and continued for years.

Political support comes from all sides for campaign 


In the past week all four of 
Epsom and Ewell’s political 
parties have joined forces to 
back the zone 6 campaign. 

Residents’ association coun¬ 
cillor Clive Woodbridge said 
he welcomed the trade boost 
the change would provide for 
the town centre. 

He said: “It makes a lot of 
sense to include Epsom in 
zone 6 especially as other near¬ 
by stations like Ewell West are 
already within the zone. It 
should provide a much-needed 
boost to Epsom’s shops and 
hard-pressed commuters. 


“With the new station devel¬ 
opment, which will increase 
capacity at Epsom, well under 
way, the timing would be per¬ 
fect as it would attract passen¬ 
gers to Epsom and take some 
of the pressure off smaller sta¬ 
tions like Ewell West.” 

Conservative councillor 
James Clarke said: “It is cru¬ 
cial to give a fair deal to the 
local commuting population 
as well as providing vital eco¬ 
nomic stimulation for the bor¬ 
ough. I fully support the 
campaign.” 

Labour councillor Rob Geleit 


said many people already as¬ 
sumed the station was within 
an Oyster card zone because of 
its proximity to London. 

He said: “I’m 100 per cent be¬ 
hind you. It seems odd to me 
that other stations in the bor¬ 
ough - Ewell West and East, 
and Stoneleigh - are in zone 6 
but Epsom station is not. I’ve 
lost count of how many times 
I’ve seen someone travelling 
from London trying to swipe 
their Oyster card at Epsom, 
only to be met with what is os¬ 
tensibly a fine for a truly hon¬ 
est mistake. 


“My local station is Ewell 
West, and I cried out with joy 
when I heard it was to be 
brought into zone 6.” 

Liberal Democrat councillor 
Julie Morris also said it was 
not logical for the station to be 
excluded from zone 6. 

She said: “I can see no rea¬ 
son why Epsom is not in zone 
6. Trains from both Waterloo 
and Victoria - both stations 
are frequently serviced - 
sometimes terminate at 
Epsom. It’s nearer to central 
London than some other sta¬ 
tions in zone 6.”

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'KGB agent killing accused 
is innocent’ says lie detector 


A lie detection expert flew to 
Moscow last month to test the 
man accused of poisoning 
KGB agent Alexander Litvi¬ 
nenko in London in 2006. 

Bruce Burgess, who runs UK 
Lie Tests, in Woodlands Road, 
Leatherhead, tested ex-KGB 
agent Andrey Lugovoy and is 
convinced he is innocent. 

Mr Lugovoy who is now a 
Russian politician, has been 
accused of poisoning Mr Litvi¬ 
nenko using radioactive chem¬ 
ical polonium-210. 

Mr Burgess said a “truthful” 
response was registered by Mr 
Lugovoy to each question 
about his involvement. 

Mr Burgess said: “The test 
was carried out with an inter¬ 
preter and I asked Mr Lugovoy 
three questions: ‘Did you do 
anything to cause the death of 
Alexander Litvinenko?’, ‘Were 
you involved in any way in the 
death of Alexander Litvi¬ 
nenko?’ and ‘have you ever 
handled polonium, the sub¬ 
stance found to have poisoned 
Alexander Litvinenko?’.

“He answered ‘No’ to each 
and the result was truthful. I 
am convinced he did not carry 
out the murder. 

“With murder it is a very 
clear-cut test. The person 
knows if they did it or not.” 

Mr Burgess said he was ap¬ 
proached by Russian televi¬ 
sion producer Alexander 
Korobko earlier this year to 
conduct a polygraph test for a 
documentary. 

He said: “Mr Korobko said 
he couldn’t tell me who the 
test was for - only that it was 
for an alleged murder - and 
then when I went out to 
Moscow with my son Tristam 
in April I was introduced to 
Andrey Lugovoy. 

“The documentary aired in 
Russia soon after I conducted 
the test and was big news. The 
Litvinenko case is historic and 
I think media attention will in¬ 
crease in Britain this year be¬ 
cause a full public inquest into 


his death is being carried out 
here. 

“Andrey Lugovoy wanted 
someone from Britain to do 
the test to get an opinion from 
the country accusing him of 
the crime.” 

Mr Burgess said he started 
doing the tests in 2000 after 
completing a polygraphy 
course in America. 

He said his company had 
done tests for famous clients, 
which he could not name, as 
well as the Jerry Springer and 
Jeremy Kyle chat shows. 

He said: “I got interested in 
lie detection a long time ago 
after the murder of Rachel 
Nickell on Wimbledon Com¬ 
mon, when I lived in Wimble¬ 
don. Colin Stagg was the 
prime suspect and I always felt 
that if he had a polygraph ex¬ 
amination, it could have been 
proved whether or not he did 
it.” 

Colin Stagg, who was com¬ 
pletely innocent, submitted 
himself to a lie detection test 
in 2006 and passed. 


Telling tales? 

The polygraph was invent¬ 
ed in 1921 by a medical stu¬ 
dent and a police officer in 
California. 

Questioning techniques 
are used alongside tech¬ 
nology that records the 
body’s physiological re¬ 
sponse on a polygraph 
chart to determine 
whether a person is telling 
the truth. 

Readings are generated 
by placing two rubber 
tubes around the person’s 
upper chest and abdomen 
to record their breathing 
and movement and two 
finger plates across the 
finger on one hand to 
trace changes to skin re¬ 
sistance during the test. 

Polygraph tests are wide¬ 
ly used in the US by police, 
but many scientists ques¬ 
tion its accuracy. 


Teacher is rapist

Ogunsola convinced his victim to keep 
quiet by saying nobody would believe her 
word over a teacher’s and continued to 
lure her to hotels and to his car for sex. 

The court heard by “controlling and iso¬ 
lating” his victim, he made her feel that he 
was the only person she could turn to. 

He became jealous after the girl got a 
boyfriend her own age, warning her father 
about the company his daughter kept. 

Two years after his first rape, Ogunsola 
struck again in summer 2003 when he met 
his victim in Imperial Way, Croydon. After 
again taking her to a hotel room, his vic¬ 
tim tried to leave, but Ogunsola threw her 
on to the bed and raped her. 

A jury on Friday took just two-and-a- 
half hours to find Ogunsola guilty of inde¬ 
cent assault, rape, and engaging in sexual 
activity while in a position of trust. 

Ogunsola, who taught in Sutton between 
1998 and 2001, was spared jail in 2009 after 
being convicted of kissing a pupil in Essex 
and was banned from working with chil¬ 
dren. It was only when the conviction fea¬ 
tured in the press the victim reported him. 

Ogunsola will be sentenced in June.

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Police plans put on hold 


Surrey Police’s cost-cutting 
plans to privatise some of the 
force’s services have been 
put on hold. 

In a memo to the Surrey Po¬ 
lice Authority (SPA), Sur¬ 
rey’s Chief Constable Lynne 
Owens recommended a fresh 
approach. 

The SPA met on Thursday, 
May 17, where it was agreed 
the process should be slowed 
down so more consultation 
could take place and it could 
be clarified exactly how the 
force would benefit from 
privatisation. 

Chief Con Owens inherited 
the Business Partnering for 
Police (BPP) programme for 
Surrey and West Midlands

from her predecessor Mark 
Rowley. 

Delays to the plans have al¬ 
ready occured due to difficul¬ 
ties in securing support from 
police authorities. 

She said: “This protraction 
of timescales has led to the 
potential for programme ac¬ 
tivity running in parallel 
with the Olympics. 

“Clearly, my main priority 
has to be an excellent busi¬ 
ness as usual service during 
this period, as well as ensur¬ 
ing the events in Surrey - 
torch relay, Olympic rowing 
village, cycle races and time 


trials - are safe and secure.” 

She also said it was impor¬ 
tant, with the forthcoming 
election of a police and crime 
commissioner in Surrey, that 
they had a chance to 
influence and shape the 
plans. 

Any decision has now been 
postponed for consultation 
over the summer. 

Chief Con Owens said: 
“One of the challenges has 
been explaining clearly what 
the programme seeks to 
achieve. 

“There is a need to describe 
what business partnering 
would look like, how it could 
work and what it would mean 
for the public of Surrey.”

‘Our damp house is 
making my son ill’ 


A distressed mother appealed for 
effective action to be taken over 
her damp flat, which has slugs in 
the kitchen and ants in the 
bathroom. 

Samantha Carr and her two- 
year-old son moved into the flat 
in Morden Close, Tadworth, last 
June, from Epsom Downs, be¬ 
cause they needed a bigger home. 

But Miss Carr said they had 
been plagued by damp and unhy¬ 
gienic conditions for the past 10 
months. 

She said dampness at the flat, 
owned by social housing 
provider Raven Housing Trust, 
first appeared last August owing 
to a leak in the bathroom, which 
was subsequently fixed, but no 
long-term solution had been 
found. 

The 25-year-old said: “I found 
ants’ nests underneath the bath, 
where it was really damp, three 
weeks ago. 

“The wall in my son’s bedroom 
is completely mouldy and damp 
and there has been a smell of 
urine in the flat for the past two 
months.

“The kitchen has had slugs in it 
on and off since I moved in. They 
are on the kitchen surfaces first 
thing in the morning because 
they come out at night. It’s 
disgusting. 

“Raven Housing should not 
allow a young boy to live in these 
conditions. Since being here, my 
son has had more coughs and 
colds than he has ever had, and I 
have asthma.” 

Miss Carr said Raven Housing 
Trust visited her in January and 
told her the dampness was 
caused by condensation. 

It gave her a dehumidifier but 
Raven Housing later removed it 
as she felt it was too expensive to 
operate and instead gave her £50 
compensation. 

The week before last Miss Carr 
was told the cause may be a leak 
in the toilet cisterns so that any 
individual in the building flush¬ 
ing their toilet would cause water 
to leak through below. 

During another visit, Raven 


Housing Trust again identified 
condensation as the issue - which 
Miss Carr said she no longer had 
the means to fix. 

She said: “My dehumidifier was 
removed in January. I’m just not 
getting anywhere. 

“I’m a single parent and I can’t 
deal with it anymore, it’s getting 
on top of me. If moving me would 
be the easiest and quickest option 
I would do that, but I don’t want 
to have to move.” 

A spokesman for the trust said: 
“The home does need effective 
ventilation and we are replacing 
the ventilation system - we have 
already arranged for our 
contractor to visit to install it. 

“This system is very low cost, 
improves air quality by filtering 
out pollutants and is particularly 
suited to basements and other 
low-level areas. 

“Raven has a vigorous damp 
procedure, which we have fol¬ 
lowed. Where damp is caused by 
too much condensation resulting 
from a resident’s lifestyle, we try 
to resolve damp issues by work¬ 
ing with the resident.”

Councillor dies days after stepping down 


An Ashtead councillor died last 
week from a heart attack, just 
days after stepping down to 
spend more time with his family. 

David Howell, 63, represented 
Ashtead Common on Mole Val¬ 
ley district council for eight 
years until two weeks ago when 
he stood down at the local 
elections. 

He was first elected to the coun¬ 
cil in May 2004 as an independent 
member for Ashtead Common. 
He became leader of the infor¬ 
mal Independent Group on the 
council in 2006 and deputy leader 
of the council and portfolio hold¬ 
er for communities and assets. 

An engineer by trade, for many 
years he was a governor of St 
Giles School in Ashtead, where 
the new classrooms and major 
refurbishment of 2004-05 are a

testament to his energy. He was 
also a trustee of the Ashtead 
Peace Memorial Hall. 


Simon Ling, who replaced 
Coun Howell as leader of the In¬ 
dependents, said: “David was a 
highly respected and valued 
member of the council and he 
had served Ashtead well for 
many years. 

“My colleagues and I are all 
deeply shocked and saddened by 
his sudden death and we shall 
miss his wise advice.” 

Mr Howell, who died on May 8, 
is survived by his wife Sue, 
daughters Helen and Katherine, 
son Michael and five grandchil¬ 
dren. 

His funeral service will be held 
at St George’s Church, Ashtead, 
on Friday, May, 25, at 11am.

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Leaping into the record books 


A record-breaking female high jumper 
has been written into the history 
books. 

Phyllis Green from Ewell, died in 
1999 aged 91. 

In 1925, in two women’s athletic 



competitions at Chelsea’s Stamford 
Bridge stadium she broke world 
records for the women’s high jump at 
the age of 17. 

In the latest update to the Oxford 
Dictionary of National Biography, on 
sale today, athletics writer and statis¬ 
tician Mel Watman describes how 
Phyllis Green became the first woman 
to clear 5ft. 

Her athletics career was brief; she re¬ 
tired in 1927 and disappeared from 
public view. 

Only recently has it been established 
she married and became a missionary. 

She settled in Ewell, where she lived 
for nearly 50 years in Conaways Close. 

Ewell residents would have known 
her by her married name, Phyllis 
Nicoll, and the records of her athletics 
career are preserved at Bourne Hall 
Museum in Ewell. 

She joins nearly 40 notable historic 
residents of Ewell whose lives are 
recorded in the dictionary. 

The Oxford Dictionary of National 
Biography is available online at 
oxforddnb.com and at public libraries 
across the UK.

Coming of age: Dan Stevens is the youngest-ever Epsom and Ewell councillor Deadiinepix EP66771 


A shy, young student from a 
disadvantaged background has 
just celebrated his first year as a 
councillor. 

Dan Stevens made history last 
May by becoming Epsom and 
Ewell’s youngest-ever councillor, 
aged just 21. 

The Labour representative for 
Court ward described the past 
year juggling constituency case¬ 
work and council meetings with 
studying politics at the University 
of Surrey as “a steep learning 
curve”. 

And he is no longer embarassed 
about his age. 

He said: “During my election 
campaign, my age was one of 
things that put me off knocking on 
doors because I didn’t want people 
thinking that essentially a kid was 
trying to dictate how they should 
be living their lives. 

“After being elected, I thought if 
I made a mistake, that straight¬ 
away people would point to my 
age, but no one’s mentioned that at 
all.” 

While his fellow students are 
kicking back or out on the town, 
Coun Stevens is usually working 
to improve the lives of his fellow 
residents. 

He modestly describes it as 
“a balancing act occasionally in¬ 
volving a lack of sleep, like any 
other student” - but would not 
have it any other way. 

Politics has always been his pas¬ 
sion, ignited by a strong belief in 
social mobility and a desire for 
each individual to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to fulfil their potential. 

He said: “It’s nice to make a dif¬ 
ference. I have always lived in the 
ward I represent and, in official 
terms, I come from a disadvan¬ 
taged background so I’m very 
conscious about climbing out of

that and making sure others don’t 
have the same experiences 
growing up. 

“If someone had said to me when 
I was a kid that I would go to uni¬ 
versity, I would probably have 
laughed at them. 

“In my ward, one in five kids 
lives on the poverty line, which in 
2012 is just unacceptable.” 

Councillor Stevens said high¬ 
lights of the year included being 
involved in the Epsom Guardian’s 
campaign Dignity to the Dead and 
the redevelopment of the shop¬ 
ping parade in Hollymoor Lane - 
which he has visited “since I was 
old enough to walk there” - into 
family housing. 

Of his council duties, he said he 
had learned exactly what would 
and could not be achieved: “The 
last thing I would ever want is to 
get people’s hopes up to help them 
when I can’t. If I can, I will go after 
it and give it everything.” 

On a personal note he said the 
year had been character-building 
and that making his first speech in 
the council chamber in February 
was a massive challenge. 

He said: “It was nerve-racking. 
I’m not the best public speaker 
and I’m quite shy, but I did it and it 
was nice afterwards when many of 
the councillors came up to me and 
congratulated me on it. 

“I’m growing in confidence - I 
can go out and knock on people’s 
doors and talk to them without 
feeling nervous, which would not 
have happened a few years ago .” 

Coun Stevens, a former pupil of 
Epsom Primary and Blenheim 
High schools, is a prime example 
of his belief that more young peo¬ 
ple are engaged with politics than 


is stereotypically claimed. 

He said: “If you look at the reac¬ 
tion to the tuition fees increase, 
young people are affected and 
many are involved in young politi¬ 
cal associations. 

“It is harder than ever to get a 
job working for an MP because so 
many people have decided to go 
down that route.” 

Having had a flavour for nation¬ 
al politics while working in the 
Treasury’s communications team 
in 2009-10, he said he was not yet 
sure where his political career 
would take him, believing being 
an MP is not the only way to make 
a difference to people’s lives. 

He said: “Epsom and Surrey, as a 
whole, is my home. The political 
landscape isn’t particularly in 
Labour’s favour and I don’t agree 
with people being parachuted into 
seats.” 

“If I was ever to go into national 
politics I want to have experience 
of different things to back me up 
because otherwise you can’t really 
understand the people you’re rep¬ 
resenting. 

“One of the issues I want to 
explore is the military. 

“My brother completed two 
tours of Afghanistan in the Army, 
and I’m interested in the great or¬ 
ganisations we have in the area, 
and particularly want to publicise 
the mental health issues that sol¬ 
diers suffer.” 

Coun Stevens, an avid AFC Wim¬ 
bledon fan, said he had just ap¬ 
plied for a season ticket but was 
“not very sporty” himself. 

He enjoys concerts and reading, 
but said there was only one hobby 
that really came to mind. 

He said: “There’s not a lot to me 
to be honest - I mainly just talk 
about politics.”

soared over Queen’s reign

Prices increase more than 100-fold in 60 years 



Property prices have increased 
105-fold during the Queen’s 60- 
year reign and 16 times since the 
Silver Jubilee in 1977, according 
to new research. 

At a time when the nation is 
gearing up for a weekend of 
street parties and celebration, the 
Hamptons International research 
analysed the cost of a home in 
1952,1977 and 2012. 

In 1952, the average price of a 
home in the UK was just £1,520 
and £9,737 in 1977, compared with 
£160,000 today. 

The research found that the 
average price of a home in 
London has risen 134-fold since 
1952 and 21-fold since 1977. In

“A 105-fold increase in the value 
of the average home in the UK 
over a 60-year period equates to a 
profit of just over £7 a day. 

“This profit is inflated even 
more in London, where price 
growth represents £16 a day over 
a 60-year period, representing a 
rather healthy return on 
investment.” 

Jason Tebb, regional managing 
director for Your Move which has 
offices in Epsom, said: “While 
it looks like an 
alarming increase 
in the price of 
properties, 


we mustn’t forget that incomes 
too have risen and that now, with 
many women going out to work, 
there are two salaries that can be 
taken into consideration when 
buying. 

“The interesting fact, however, 
is how property tastes have 
changed. 

“Back in 1952, the aim would

Saving £31m in cars from the scrap heap 


The latest figures from 
vehicle information expert 
HPI, suggest that it is drivers 
of mid-range higher volume 
vehicles - often the popular 
Vauxhall, Ford and Volks¬ 
wagen models, which 
continue to be the greatest 
offenders of insurance 
evasion. 

However, a staggering 
number of offenders in 2011 
were drivers of prestige, high- 
value vehicles, including five 
Ferraris, two worth £151,000 
and £115,000 each, an Audi R8, 
a Bentley and a number of 
Lamborghinis.
